Tax Commissioner Full-

Georgia’s treasury will be en- 
riched by $1,000,000 through the op- 
eration of the tax equalization of- 
fice of Tax Commissioner Henry J 
Fullbright. 

The appropriations made by the 
1919 legislature for this year will be 
fully taken care of, and it is esti- 
mated that sufficient revenue will 
»e derived through the increases in 
ax values of the various counties 
to pay the $475,000 pension bills 


passed by the 1920 general assembly 


as well as the $309,000 sanitarium 
increase and other small appropria- 


tions, including the salary increases 


made by the recent legislature. 
The above facts were given out 
Friday by Commissioner Fullbright, 
who has made up totals of the in- 
creases that have been made or 


agreed upon in all: the counties o7

According to Mr. Fullbright, the 
total increases made in the counties 
for 1920 in taxable values amount 
to $176,402,385. The decreases 
agreed upon represent a total of 
$668,571, leaving a balance of $175,- 
733,814 increase in values, to which 
e declares, should be added §$10.- 


000,000 increase in values expected

will bring the total increase of the 


taxable values of the state to nearly 
$200,000,000, or about $100,000,000 
more than ever shown in the history 
of the state. 

In discussing the magnificent 
showing made by the tax commis- 
sion office, Mr. Fullbright said that 
an additional $1,000,000 net will be 
added to the revenues of the state 
through increased property valua- 
tion, and added that the increase 
for the first five months of 1920 in 
special taxes is $150,000 greater than 
ter the first six months of 1919, in- 
dicating” that a largely increased 
sum may be expected from this 
source.

Will Not Interfere 
tin State Primary 


Has No Authority for 
Taking Any Steps in 
Connection With Wom- 
en Voting, He Wires Mrs.

Bainbridge Colby, secretary of 
state, to whom Mrs. Mary L. Mc- 
Lendon, one of the best known equal 
suffrage leaders in the south, ap- 
pealed after, she had been denied 
the right to cast a ballot in Wednes- 
day’s. primary, has replied to Mrs. 
McLendon that he has no authority 
for taking any steps in the matter. 

The answer was received in At- 
lanta last night. Mrs. McLendon} 
stated that she intended to employ 
a lawyer and take any steps neces- 
sary to secure her right to vote. She 
declares that being denied the privi- 
lege of voting because of her sex 
is in direct violation of the nine- 
teenth amendment. 

On Wednesday Mrs. McLendon vis- 
ited the voting precinct in the auc- 
tion rooms of B. Bernard, at 87 South 
Pryor street, in the second ward, 
which she declares is the propér 
place for her to have registered a 
ballot. She was told; according to 
her statement, that she would not 
be allowed to cast a ballot there, 
and her request. for a ticket was 
likewise refused. 

She then wired Secretary Colby 
for instructions and his answer fol- 
lowed. The noted suffragist leader, 
firm in her belief in the right of 
women to participate in the voting.

FORGERY SCHEME 
MPPED BY POLIGt

George Swayne, Believed 
to Be Member of Inter- 
national Gang, Arrested 
by Officers in This City.

“Well, you’ve got me, 80 what's 
the use of me saying anything,” 
was the only remark Goerge B. 
Swayne, alias Jack Allen, made at 
the police. station Friday afternoon, 
where he is being held under a $5,- 
000 bond on the charge 6? passing 
forged checks, following his arrest 
in Atlantm late Wednesday, when , 
confrorted with evidence which the 
police bel’eve Indicates he is a mem-~ 
ber of an international gang of 
erooks operating in a large number 
of American and Canadian cities, 
one of the cleverest forgery schemes 
detected in a long while, which may 
run over $300,000. 

When arrested Swayne had in his 

possession a list of checks forged on 
the Armstrong-Cork company, 
912 Fifth avenue, New York city, 
amounting to $2,100, and it was 
found that three of these checks 
were missing. An investigation 
showed that he was registered at 
five of the leading hotels of the 
city, where he had in addition to his 
regular accommodations sample 
rooms as a representative of the 
New York concern, which is well 
known in this city. 

The checks discovered on Swayne, 
following a report to the Atlanta 
Retail Merchants’ association by eg 
Whitehall firm that a suspicious 
check had been presented them, had 
forged certifications of the Bryant 
Park bank, of New York city, a 
signature of C. M. Stanley as treas- 
urer of the Armstrong-Cork com- 
pany. 

Had Identification Card. 

The alleged forger also had a 
customary business. identification 
card with his photograph and forg- 
ed business cards of the New York 
concern with his name engraved 
upon them as representative. [n 
addition to these, a number of tele- 
grams from confederates in New 
York who signed the Armstrong- 


Cork company’s name was also 
found. It was these telegrams and 
letters bearing Canadian postmarks 
which led officiais of the merchants’ 
association and the police to w:lieve 
Swayne is a member of an in- 
ternational gang. 

Swayne’s scheme, according to 
officias of the association, was to 
enter a store where the New York 
concern was known, | present his 
identification card; -his telegrams 
quoting alleged prices on goods 
handled: by ‘the company, with the 
request his “expense check” be cash- 
ed. It is also stated that his pur- 
pose in registering at five hotels 
was to uSe each as a reference to 
the others, and thus have his checks 
cashed, when he checked out. 

The police believe Swayne was 
sent to Atlanta as a special repre- 
séntaiive of the gang of forgers 
with a number of checks prepared 
for use here, and that there are oth- 
ey members of the organization at 
wor in various cities throughout 
this ec-untry and Canada. The At- 
lanta hetail Merchants’ association 
has :earned he is wanted in Toron- 
to, Hamilton, Montreal, Ontario, and 
other cities, on forgery charges... 

Cohen Net Located. 

The name of M. J. Cohen was 
registered with Swayne at the ho- 
tels, but up until Friday night the 
police had been unable to locate 
him and it is thought his name was 
registered by the alleged forger 
himself for use later in his cam- 
paign in this city, as traps placed 
a each of the hotels failed to catch

A man named George B. Swayne 
represented the Armstrong-Cork 
company in this territory several 
years ago, but it was learned ae 
died five months ago. The arresi- 
ed man had been at work only a 
few no vurs\in Atlanta and was ap- 
prehended by officials of the asso- 
clation and police thirty minutes 
after the suspicious check was re- 
ported by the concern on Whitehall) 
street.

Paris, September 10.—The French 


police have begun a thorough inves- | 


tigation into the death of Olive 
Thomas, an American motion picture 
actress, who succumbed this morn- 
ing to “poison taken by mistake, it 
is said, several days ago. The au- 
thorities have issue@ a permit fo 
the embalming of the body, but as 
yet have not sanctioned its ship- 
ment to the United States on board 
the steamship Mauretania, sailing 
from Cherbourg September 18. 

Investigation also is being made 
by the police of sinister rumors of 
cocaine orgies, intermingled with 
champagne dinners which lasted 
into the early hours of the morning, 
that have been afloat in the Ameri- 
can colony and among the habitues 
of the French cinema world during 
the past week. 

Tonight in the Sante prison the 
police were closely questioning a 
man named Spalding, said to be a 
former American army captain, who 
was sentenced to six months in jail 
last Monday for selling cocaine. 

To Question Jack Pickford. 

In connection with the death of 
Miss Thomas, the police say they 
desire to interview Jack Pickford, a 
motion picture actor and husband of 
Miss Thomas, and also a woman 
friend of the actress, who is said 
to have accompanied Miss Thomas

New York, September 10.—No word 
of the death of Olive Thomas, who 
died this morning in Paris, had 
been received here this forenoon by 
her brother, James, Duffy, who lives 
here, or by the motion picture con- 
cern which employed her. Her real 
name was Olive Elain Duffy. She 
was 22 years old, having been born 
October 20, 1898, at Charlerio, Pa. 

After attending high schools in 
Pittsburg, she began work in a de- 
partment store there. A friend from 
New York, attracted by her beauty 
and voice, induced her to come to 
this city in 1913 to study music. 
Soon she attracted notice of the- 


atrical men, and was placed in the 
cast of the “Midnight Frolic” here 
in 1914, appearing as “The Cannon 
Girl” The’ next season she was 
in both the “Follies” and the 
“Frolic” and later posed for maga- 
zine covers by noted artists. 

In 1917 Miss Thomas left the 
Stage to enter the motion picture 
field in California, the same year 
marrying Jack Pickford, motion pic- 
ture actor.

night by the league said: 

“Lord Mayor MacSwiney is very 
low. The severe pains in his limbs 
and body continué.” 

This was the twenty-ninth day 
of the lord mayor’s hunger strike. 
Mary MacSwiney, sister of the 
prisoner,. when leaving the prison 
this afternoon told newspaper men 
her brother was able to speak to 
her this morning. * He asked her 
what day it was. , 

“When I said it was Friday, the 
tenth,” said Miss MacSwiney, “Ter- 
ence said: ‘It is the beginning of 
the fifth week of my hunger 
strike.’ ”’ ; ' 

Referring,.to her. yisit to Ports- 
mouth yesterday Miss MacSwiney 
said the labor officials at the 
trades union congress definitely re- 
fused to give her a hearing. She 
was told by an official that the 
congress could not help her, and she 
said she thought they were afraid 
of her urging direct action for the 
purpose of obtaining the lord may- 
or’s release. , 

“TIT did not want to urge direct 
action,” she declared. “I only de- 
sired to have three minutes of plain 
talk with the representatives of 
six and a half millions of working 
people of England. I was told that 
if a strike was called tomorrow 
they would not be able to get a 
half million men to leave work.” 

Entering Last Stage. 

“Mayor MacSwiney is enterifig the 
danger stage of his fast,” one of 
the physicians in Guy’s hospital, a 
recognized authority on metabolism, 
said today.

Chicago, September 10.—Investi-

“I am convinced that the commit- 
tee is simply becoming the vehicle 
for all types of insincere political 
charges and rumors for partisan ef- 
fect. In the light of the evidence 
Governage Cox’ has been given even 
more céinsideration than his irre 
sponsible charges warrant. It makeg 
no difference what witnesses testify 
under oath, if such testimony dis- 
pleases Mr. Cox he at once proceeds 
to villffy them and apparently no 
one tells the truth but himself. The 
situation is unparalleled in Amerf- 
can politics. Under such circume 
stances what can possibly be gained 
by following his so-called leads fur- 
ther? Governor Cox owes it to the 
American people to withdraw his ex- 
travagant statements or stand con- 
victed of descending to the most 
despicable type of professional pol- 
itics imaginable.”

Scranton, Pa... September 10.— 
Within threé days every anthracite 
mine worker will be on “vacation,” 
according to leaders of the vaca- 
tion movémént. This action, they; 
say, will be the miners’ answer to 
President Wilson’s refusal to re- 
open the award of, the anthracite 
commission which failed to satisfy 
the workers. 

Enoch Williams, chairman of the 
joint grievance ‘committee of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Coal company and ‘also leader * 
the insurgents in the Scranton dh 
trict, said the refusal of the pres- 
ident to reopen the case will re- 
sult in one of the hardest fought 
industrial. struggles ever waged in 
the country. 

“Men who have been remaining 
at work have been doing so in the 
belief that the president would re- 
open the case and make it possible 
for the anthracite mine workers to 
be granted concessions similar to 
those won by the bituminous work- 
ers,” he said. “The lines are now 
firmly drawn and the mine worker 
who continues at work under the 
award as handed down by the ma- 
jority members of ‘the commission 
is not true to himself, the union 
or his family. 

“There are more men out today 
in the Scranton district than ever, | 
and ] expect that the whole indus- 
try will be tied up in the district 
by woe or Monday,” he con- 
cluded.

New York, September 10.—Search 
of scientific records here today re- 
vealed several instances where per- 
sons have undergone voluntary 
fasts of from thirty-one to forty>- 
five days’ duration without appre- 
ciable injurious effects. Some of 
the fasters were “professionals, 
but many others volunteered to ab- 
stain from feeding a5 scientific 
subjects, the records show. . 

The longest officially authorized 
fast on record for scientific pur- 
poses, according to Dr. Francis— 
Benedict, of the Carnegie nutrition 
laboratory of Beseton, in ‘a study 
of prolonged fasting,” was that uli- 
dertaken by Succi, the Italian pro- 
fessional faster, in New York; start- 
ing November 6, 18990, and lasting 49 
days. The man suffered no ill ef- 
fects, the report, said, although he 
had undergone six previous fasts in 
Europe, ranging trom twenty lo 
forty days each. 

Dr. Tanner famous Faster. . 

The most tamous American vol- 
unteer faster Was the late Dr. Hen- 
anner, Who vents attracted 

tice in 1877 by a voluntary ten- 
sae fast in Minneapolis, Minn., 1m 
an effort to cure an ailment ot the 
heart from which he sufiered. 50 
greatly was he benefited at the end 
of the tenth day that he continued 
to fast to forty-two days. The feat 
made him the first person of modern 
times to endure a food abstinence 
test of such duration. | 

Because of the skepticism in med- 
ical cireles' as tq the genuineness 
of his fast, Dr. Ianner offered to 
repeat the exploit under whatever 
conditions might be named. It was 
finally agreeu to hold the test un- 
der the supervision of a prominent 
New York medical college and the 
official fast commencsd June 28, 
1880, the subject being put ina bare 
room and watched constantly. For 
fourteen days he was permitted mel- 
ther water nor exercise, but as a 
result of public protest he later was 
allowed water and a daily carriage 
ride. The test,.which attracted na- 
tion-wide attention, lasted 40 days. 
He broke both fasts by eating fruits 
and suffered no 111 effects. 

Dr. Benedict also cited a 30-day 
fast, from May 16 to June 14, 1910, 
perfornted in London, England, by a 
volunteer named Gaver. This man, 
although he lost considerable 
weight, was reported never to have 
suffered any pain or bad after ef- 
fects. 

Without Food 31 Days. 

One of the most remarkable food 
abstinence tests reported by Dr. 
Benedict was endured in Boston un- 
der his personal direction, by R. Le- 
vanzin, a Maltese editor, from April 
14 to May 13, 1912, 31 days. The 
man volunteered to undergo the fast 
and came from Malta especially for 
that purpose. 

He was physically a normal man, 
aged 40 years. During the fast pe- 
riod the only thing that passed the 
man’s lips was distilled water and 
for the first ten days, the report 
Says, he did not crave food or show 
any rmnppreciable loss of weight or 
vitality. Except on the 21st and 22d 
days, when he suffered slight pains 
in the muscles, there was no dis- 
tress, Dr. Benedict reports, and 
when the time was up, his physical 
condition, except for a slight loss 
of weight, was nearly normal. 

Levanzin, the report said, on the 
Inst day of the fast, was eager to 
continue without food, but he was 
not permitted to do so. On the last 
day the man was able_to climb up 
and down a steep fligeht of steps 
without ill effects. The fast was 
broken with lemons, grape Juice. 
rice and honey. When the fast 
was broken, the subject suffered 
slight intestinal pain, but apart 
from that and a loss im weight he 
was unharmed.

Needed Cash at First. 


“In the meantime, prices of other 
necessities had soared, while with 
the coming of the armistice there 
Was a general shifting of our indus- 
trial outlook. At that time there 
Was no question of the need of the 
men just demobilized. Almost any- 
one would admit it. Yet the months 
passed and nothing was done by our 
republican congress to bring the 
thought of adjusted compensation 
into reality. 

“With passing months the argu- 
ment of immediate need grew less 
forceful, for the men of the army 
had re-established themselves with- 
out their adjusted compensation. 
True, they were put to greater dif- 
ficulties—they had to struggle to 
overcome the extraordinary circum- 
stances which had arisen while they 
were In the service of their coun- 
try. Finally, by an eleventh-hour 
spirit, the bill for soldier relief was, 
passed by the house. Then it was 
laid on the doorstep of the senate, 
while throughout the country ran a 
propaganda against it. 


For Best Possible Aid. 

“Now the auestion arises, have 
the people of the country been turn- 
ed away from the compensation 
idea; have the former service men 
and women re-established them- 
selves despite the lack of govern- 
ment aid? Or, in other words, what 
are the best possible results that 
could be had at this particular time? 


It is because of these new circum- 
stances, keeping in mind at all times 
that the nation does beyond gainsay, 
owe an obligation to the meh and 
women who served, that I am so 
profoundly interested in government 
aid for homes.” 


Aside from direct home aid for 
all former service men and women, 


Governor Cox manifested particular 


interest in the future of the bureau 
of war risk and vocational training 
board. 
“Tt inevitable,” he 
explained, “that the war risk and 
the vocational board will be con- 
solidated. Great good can be ef- 
fected both in continuation of gov- 
ernment insurance and in the up- 
building of vocational training. 
‘-egard to vocational training, 
I cannot express myself strongly 
enough in favor of doing everything 
possible—and doing it expeditiously 
—to help educate to new usefulness 
and new helpfulness those who were 
injured in defending their country.”

the home of ‘Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, 
at Port Washington, N. Y. 

A fund to carry on the work of 
the party up to and during its an- 
nual convention, which will be held 
“when the victory is safeguarded,” 
is to be raised by the direction’ of 
Miss Alice E. Paul, chairman. The 
convention, according to Miss Paul, 
will decide upon a new policy for 
the party and will organize to 
campaign for “full equality,” the 
fight for which she said “has just 
begun.” 

Miss Paul authorized the state- 
ment today that she had received a 
letter from Attorney Genera] 
Thompson, of Tennessee, in Which 
he said there was no need to worry 
about ratification in Tennessee. The 
action of the legislature that gave 
women the vote is final and will 
not be reversed, he added.

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Lithuania Holds to the 
Territory in Dispute Al- 
though Ordered to With- 
draw by Polend. 


Washington, September 10.—Li- 
.thuania has refused to eva¢uate the 
territory in dispute between itself 
and Poland, according to the state 
department's advices, claiming in 
a note to Poland that it is “Lithu- 
anian territory.” However, the gov- 
ernment of Latvia has interceded 
with a plea that the two contend- 
ing parties hold an immediate con- 
ference to iron out the difficulty. 

The Lithuanian Position, as out- 
lined in its note, is that evacua- 
tion of the disputed area would 
amount to a violation of its neu- 
trality in the present hostilities be- 
tween Poland and Russia. Lithu- 
ania claims she does not recognize 
the Polish boundary lines as drawn 
by Eark Curzon, then British secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs, 
and Undersecretary of State Polk of 
the United States last winter, be- 
cause she was not-consulted in de- 
termining them. {She is reported as 
being quite amenable to the idea of 
the conference proposed by Latvia. 

As to the military situation of Po- 
land, the state department has been 
advised that the bolsheviks have 
been defeated in their attempted 
drive against the Polish forces in 
the direction of Zalosz, fifty miles 
east of Lemberg, and that Generg! 
Budenny, the bolshevik cavalry 
leader, who directed the drive, has 
had to retreat to the east. 


Poles Demand Withdrawal. 
Warsaw, September 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A note has been 
received by the Polish foreign office 
from Lithuania refusing to with- 
draw the Lithuanian forces to the 
Foch line, but asking that a con- 
ference be held in Mariampol, sit- 

uated on the demarkation line. 


At the close of tonfght’s’ confer- 
ence of thg council of ministers the 
secretary of fotefgn. affairs, ,Minis-- 
ter Saplieha, announced that the 
Poles had replied, demanding with- 
drawal of the Lithuanians without 
fourther discussion. Providing the 
withdrawal should be effected, the 
secretary said, a conference would 
be held with the Lithuanians oon- 
cerning boundaries, but not other- 
wise. The Lithuanians, he added, 
must also guarantee not to be 
friendly with Germany and soviet 
Russia at the expense of Poland. 

The council of ministers also con- 
sidered the Ukrainian question to- 
night, but no decision was reached. 
The peace terms to be offered so- 
viet Russia will finally be decided 
by the council tomorrow. 


WINNING ATTACKS 
BY THE POLISH FORCES. 
Warsaw, September 10.—(By the 
Associated Press)—The Polish army 
on the northeastern front delivered 
a s®ries of successful attacks upon 
the Russians today, and took 3,- 
000 prisoners, four guns and two 
armored trians. 


ALL DEBTS PAID, 
ST. JOHN’S CHURCH 
WILL CELEBRATE 


After thirteen and a half years, 
struggling under heavy debts, 8t. 
John Methodist church, ._ on East 
Georgia avenue, has at last attained 
its financial freedom, and the dedi- 
cation will be held Sunday morn- 
ing at 11 o’cloce« at the church, 
with Bishop Warren A. Candler of- 
ficiating. From its original estab- 
lishment as a small mission on 
Rawson street, the church made a 
slow transition to the imposing -d- 
ifice now standing on Georgia ave- 
nue. 

Miss Laura Haygood was prac- 
tically the founder of the. church. 
Forty-four years ago, while a Sun- 
day school teacher of Trinity 
church, she organized a_ suciety, 
which built a small mission on 
Rawson, street. The lot cost ap- 
proximately $120, while an additicn- 
al $800 was expended for the. build- 
ing. At first the building was used 
as a Sunday school and was then 
called Pierce chapel. As the com- 
munity grew, the increase in pon- 
ulation of this section of the city 
also markec the growth of the mis- 
Sion activities and a pastor was 
claimed from the conference. 

Some years later the building was 
moved on wagons to Georgia ave- 
nue. This structure was used tor 
some time for worship and a larger 
and more attractive building was 
built on the corner cf West Georgia 
avenue and Ira street. Gater the 
church was moved cn rollers to its 
present site. 

F. H. Quillian, one of the first 
Superintendents, was one of. the 
most active for the church, mak- 
ing speeches on the subject of im- 
proving the church, and taking sub- 
scriptions. He took the first large 
subscription to the church, $20,000, 
donated back in’ 1907. 

It required five years to see the 
present structure constructed. Neth- 
ing was done during 1908, but the 
following year the congregation 
worshipped in a tefit and in 1912 
the first sermon was preached in 
the permanent home. The cam- 
paign to eliminate the outstanding 


debt of about $13,000 -has lately 
been completed and the congrega- 
tion and pastor are now elated over 
a brilllant future without any debts 
shadowing their efforts.

I saw a little boy of 7 
inhaling with the abandon of a sea- 
soned smoker. My friend Nick told 
me that many of the band did not 
even know what country they were 
in—nor did they care.

‘HEALTH TALKS

THE RELATIONS AND THE BABY. 
As a matter of unromans fact 
mother’s pies were really pretty 
punk—and isn’t the old swimmin’ 
hole a disappointing little puddle 
when you go back and visit it now? 
Grandpa and grandma and the un- 
cles and aunts and the various in- 
laws love to humor the baby’s 
whims and feed him little bits of 
this and that which baby’s mother 
knows well enough he should not 
have but which these well-mean- 
ing worshipers are sure they re- 
member they ate freely when they 
were much younger than baby is 
now. This is the trick memory plays 
on us all. Take the long summer 
vacation.. In the halcyon days this 
was an eon of bliss, long, glorious, 
happy days almost without end. Now 
it is an incredibly short intermis- 
sion, cOMme-again, gone-again. Time 
constantly accelerates in his head- 
long flight. And memory is a 
treacherous thing. ; 

It is nevertheless a great sin to 
give a baby such things as tea or 
coffee or-¢oco0a, mere tastes, which 
whet his appetite for more and tend 
to-impair his appetite for his prop- 
er beverage, fresh milk. The little 
taste is like a few puffs at a cigar- 
ette; it creates a desire for more 
Where there should have been no 
Such desire at all. Of all the wick- 
e@ things inconsiderate relations do 
to little babies, the worst is feed- 
ing the little-ones sips of alcohol- 
ic beverages on one pretext or an- 
other. 

A great many children from three 
to ten years of age have certain 
food dislikes which seriously inter- 
fere with their nutrition and health, 
and very often these peculiar dis- 
likes are the result of indulgences 
permitted in the diet in-early in- 
fancy. In some cases the dislike 
becomes pathological—the child is 
seriously upset by’ the merest mor- 
Sel of the particular food substance, 
Say a bit of egg or sdme other ordi- 
narily wholesome article. 

One of the commonest faults of 
feeding in childhood is a diet for 
children three or more years old 
limited too strictly to carbhy- 
drates—refined white bread, the va- 
rious trashy “breakfast foods,’ 
eakes and the like. Such children 
aré-likely to become anemic, irrita- 
ble, easily tired, constipated, from 
defective nutrition, although they 
may be practically normal in body 
weight or even fat. The condition 
is commonly caused by humoring the 
childish palate with the p-.late- 
tickling sweet things, which cloy 
the natural appetite for eggs, milk, 
fresh meat and particularly fresh 
vegetables or green vegetables. For 
such children nothing is so help- 
ful. ds a sojourn away from home 
and under the control of some one 
who will offer proper food and re- 
fuse to humor the perverted tastes. 

No beverage can be substituted 
for fresh milk in the diet of a child 
wader oe years of age without 

mpairment of 
ee ce health. —o 
oe can maintain norma 
health and nutrition on a diet which 
does not include fresh meats and 
fresh or green vegetables each week.

The fact that Thomas W. Hard- 
‘wick and Clifford: Walker, the two 
highest of the four candidates for 
governor of Georgia, will enter into 
a run-off primary on October 6 for 
‘the -democratic nomination has 
aroused. @. ,great..deal of interest 
as to the rules and regulations gov- 
erning. a second. primary. This is 
| particdlarly.. true because there has 
never heretofore been necessity for 
a -second ‘primary in*Georgia, ami 
consequently therejis § géneral lack 
of knowledge coneerging one. . 

The Neill primary! law provides 
that for the office of United States 
senator and governer the. -candi- 
date receiving the nomination. for 
either must receive a majority of 
the county unit votes. For ail other 
offices the candidates receiving plu- 
ralities of the county unit votes are 
the nominees. In the event of no 
nomination for either senator . or 
| governor the law Tequires a second 
primary between fhe two highest. 

There are 386 uNit votes in Geor- 
gia. A majority is 194. Mr. Wat- 
son received more than the major- 
ity and is the nominee for the sen- 
ate. Neither Mr, Hardwick or Mr. 
Walker, the two leaders in the 
gubernatorial race, however, receiv- 
ed the. neces8ary majority of 194 
units. Therefore, there being no 
nomination for governor in the pri- 
mary of September 8, the two high- 
est must go before the voters again, 
and the 1920 rules of tte state dem- 
ocratic committee sets October 6 for 
that primary. Hardwick and Walk- 
er are the two highest, and there- 
fore will run. it off alone, Holder 


and Brown being eliminated by law. 
* * * cg 


The second primary will be heid 
just as if there had been no first 
primary—that is to say, it will be 
held in every county without regard 
to the vote in the first primary. 

There is a general misunderstand- 
ing on this féature. There is a wide- 
spread opinion that the counties that 
gave one candidate for governor a 
majority over all would not have to 
figure in‘a second primary. That is 
erroneous. There is an opinion 
equally as widespread that counties 
that gave clear majorities’ to Hard- 
wick over the field, or to Walker 
over the field, would not have to 
participate in a second primary 
That is equally erroneous. It mat- 
ters not what the results were in 
any specific county in the 8th ‘of 
September primary, another pri- 
mary must be held just ag if it were 
the first and not the second. To il- 
lustrate, Bibb county is one that 
gave Walker a clear majority over 
all; and Cobb county is one that 
gave Hardwick a clear majority 
over all. But in these as in every 
one of the 155 counties in Georgia 
the second primary must be held, 
without regard to the result in the 
first; and so on. 

A second primary is at the ex- 
pense of the state, just as is the 
regular September primary in state 
election years, but the candidates

provided by the Neill primary law

.. By reason of a second primary for 
governor “now being necessary, 
such a convention will not be held 
until late in October and it will be 
composed of the supporters of that 
candidate, either Hardwick or Wal- 


ker, who wins on the 6th of October. 
This is carried in Rule IX., of 
the regulations covering the 1920 
primary, which is as follows: 
“Bach county democratic’ ex- 
ecutive. committee shall select 
from among the friends and sup- 
porters of the successful candi- 
date for governor in each coun- 
ty, delegates to the state con- 
-yention in the ratio of two for 
each of said county’s represen- 
tatives in the general assembly, 
with alternates; said delegates 
to be named by said successful 
candidates for governor, and if 
not so named, to be chosen by 
the respective county commit- 
tees from among his friends and 
supporters, and said delegates 
shall be instructed to cast tne 
vote of such county for the suc- 
cessful candidate for gdvernor, 
United States senator, state- 
house officers, including jus- 
tices of the supreme court and 
court.of appeals judges, et cet- 
era. It shall be the duty of 
each county chairman, in ad- 
vance of the convention, to fur- 
nish the secretary of this com- 
ittee with the names of the 
elegates and the alternates ap- 
pointed; and it shall also be the 
aquty of such chairman to pro- 
vide such delegates and alter- 
nates with written credentials; 
provided no county shall be en- 
titled to more delegates than 
votes to which it is entitled in 
the convention with like number 
of alternates.”

There is considerable interest in 
the regulations of the committee 
governing contests. This matter is) 
covered in Rule XIII., which reads 
as follows: 

“Should any candidate desire 
to contest the results of said 
election in any county, he shall 
file with the chairman of the 
county executive committee in 
such county written notice of 
contest and the holding of such 
primary; if it is impossible to 
file said contest with the chair- 
man of the county executive 
committee, that he is making 
himself jnaccessible, or for other 
reasons, then the same shall be 
filed within ten days from the 
day -following such primary 
with either the chairman or sec-. 
retary of the state democratic 
executive committee, and then 
it shall be the duty of the coun- 
ty chairman to proceed on three 
days’ notice of both parties to 
hear such contest and determine - 
the same, and such county chair- 
man shall certify the returns 
and results in» such county as 
soon as such contest is deter- 
mined.”

ROE JONES LEAVES 
FOR LABOR CONGRESS 


To Be Held at Wilmington, 
N. C., September 15, and 
Lasting Four Days. ' 


Jerome Jones, president of the 
Southern Labor Congress and editor 
of The Journal of Labor, published 
in Atlanta, will leave this city x 
night on his way to attend the 
ninth annual session of the South- 
ern Labor Congress to be held at 
Wilmington, N. C., for four days, bee 
ginning Wednesday, Septemher 16. 

Mr. Jones will not go direct to 
Wilmington. Sut will stop off at 
Asheville, N. C., where he will have 
several conferences with Jamés F. 
Barrett, secretary and treasurer of 
the Southern Labor Congress. The 
body is made up of deiegates from 
the different trade and railroad or- 
ganizations in the southeast and 
fully 300 delegates will attend. All 
the principal cities of the southeast 
will be represented, several in Ok- 
lahoma and Kentucky as well. 

The sessions this year are expect- 
ed to prove unusually interesting 
and beneficial to the union worker. 
One of the most important subjects 
on the caJandar wiil be the open-¢ 
shop movement on the part of the 


manufacturerc. Steps will be taken 
at the cougress to map out a policy 
to combat this influence. 

The Southern Labor Congress dogs 
not in any way conflict with t 
methods or policy of the American 


Federation of Labor or the various — 


State and central bodies. President 
Jones has been active the past week 
preparing a number of papers that 
he will present to the congress. Dif- 
ferent phases of the labor move- 
ment will be discussed by the At- 
lanta man. 

He will devote some time to the 
political situation as it concerns the 
worker. He will first speak on the 
subject from a national viewpoint 
and later from a state outlook. He 
will talk on the relation of the 
farmer to the city toiler. the land 
question and particularly the hous- 
ing problem. 

President Jones has some very de- 


.cided views on the housing ques- 


tion and his views,.are entitled to 
much consideration. He feels th@t 
in order to sectfre the paramount 
results of the worker it Is necessary 
that his home surroundings be con- 
genial and as nearly perfect as pos- 
stble. He is of the opinion thatibe f 
results can only be obtained undgr 
good living conditions. That if t 
toiler is dissatisfied with the home 
situation hé@ is likely to pack up his 
belongings and so somewhere else. 
Mr. Jones takes the stand that 
any man in the community who does 
a man’s work is a profitable part of 
that community. no matter whether 
the man be a hod carrier. a day la- 
borer or a financial producer. He 
says that the latter is in a position 
to make his home _ surroundings 
what he wishes them. With the 
worker it is a question of what he 
can get with the wages he earns 
each week. In other words, some- 
body must provide suitable places 
for these men and their families. 
This subject will be discussed at 


length by Mr. Jones in his paper E

York 
called together to act on the rec- 
ommendation of the A. F. of L. ex- 


ecutive committee thaf all labor 
unions of the five boroughs which 


make up the city shall be federated 
into one central governing body. 
Gompers cited as examples of “at- 
tempts to coerce and intimidate la- 
bor” the closing of the mills of the 
American Woolen company “on the 


pretext that there was no demand 
for woolen cloth;” the alleged dis- 
charge of 10,000 employees by the 
Pennsylvania railroad as “not need- 
ed,” which Gompers decigred was 
followed ten days later by an em- 
bargo order “due to the shortage of 
labor,” and several other similar 
cases, 

“These attempts to force a reduc- 
tion of wages in the face of the con- 
stantly soaring cost of living will 
be resisted to the last ditch by the 
American Federation of Labor,” 
Gompers said. “We will fight these 
moves — every power at our com- 
mand, gardless of consequences.” 

Says U. 8S. Chamber Bnemy. 

Gompers declared that the great- 
est enemy of labor is the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. 

“This organization has. thrown 
down the gauntlet to organized la- 
bor of the United States and we 
accept the challenge.” Gompers 
said, referring to the stand of the 
national commerce body in favor of 
the open shon. 

Gompers. then proceeded to use 
these instances of “organized op- 
to ldbor” as arguments in 
favor of the proposed amalgama- 


tion of the unions of Greater New 
York ‘ 


“Now, in the face of this opposi- 
tion,” he snid, “it is more than ated 
necessary that labor should present 
a united front. Two of the four 
cegtral councils in Greater New 
York have fallen~by the wayside 
and there seems to be no spirit be- 
hind the movement in the remain- 
ing two.

While this government’s view is 
that the Poles, instead ‘of making 
a reference to “mutual territorial 
coneessions” to be worked out be- 
fore settling their eastern frontier 
probjems, should have declared that 
they would observe, as far as posst< 
ble, the line indicated by the allied 
governments last December, and 
that their failure to doso was 
“rather disquieting,” the depart~- 
ment officials indicate that the 
president and his secretary of state 
will suspend judgment for a while, 
at least-until the outcome of tne 
forthcoming negotiations between 
the bolsheviks and Poles at Riga, in 
Latvia, can be forecasted. 4 

This government it was said to- 
day, is not inclined to be captious, 
regarding the Polish 
plea that the line sketched in by 
the allied statement at Paris is in- 
defensible from a military stand- 
point, and that they must go beyond- 
it in order to ‘obtain strategic se- 
curity while the negotiations with 
the soviet governmetn are pending. 
In fact, the official-wiew seents to be 


-that-there is more or less justice in 


the. Poles’ insistence that the safety 
oftheirarmy and the preclusion of 


another red invasion of Poland come

No Clean-Cut Declaration. 


At the same time, regret is ex- 
pressed in offiical circles here that 
the Poles did not make a clean-cut 
declaration that whatever points 
beyond the “Ethnographic bounda- 
ry,” they felt called upon to occupy 
on the ground af military necessity, 
they would immediately vacate upon 
the conclusion of peace with Russia.

land may make peace with both of 
them at the same time. This is re- 
gkarded as a hopeful sign’ of the 
Poles’ desire to hasten the termi- 
nation of hostilities. 

On the military situatfon, the de- 
partment today gave out statements 
which convey, in part, the follow- 
ing information: 

The bolshevik forces, operating 
under General Budenny, the cavalry 
leader, in the Lemberg sector, have 
been driven back by the Polish 
troops and aMeaidy have crossed the 
Bug river in their retreat.

which the efforts of 15,000 leading 
American experts are being un- 
folded. - : 

‘Looking to the time when coal 
deposits may De exhausted, they 
are exhibiting liquid coal. — 

With-the price of petroleum: dis- 
tilled .gasoline soaring, they are 
making public a new process of dis- 
tilling this precious commodity 
from natural gas and cheaply. 

Deinking Printed Paper. 

A tmethod of deinking printed pa- 
per so that it can be used again 
is put forth as a future solution of 
print paper problems. 

There is a new anaesthetic, con- 
taining the pain-killing qualities 
of morphine and other narcotics, 
but which leaves the patient with 
no longing for additional doses, 
thus eliminating, they say, much 
of the drug habit. problem. 

They have found a substitute for 
alcohol in making flavoring ex- 
tracts, solving a housewife pPob- 
lem, and eliminating another source 
of alcoholic exhilaration for the 
thirsty and reckless. 

And among many, many others, 
a practical use for the gases Uncle 
Sam manufactured to shoot at the 
Germans. Oddly enough, the uses 
of these gases will hit Germany 
anyhow, as the phosogene. gases 
are being used to make blue and 
green dyes and for bleaching sand 
to make fine optical. glass—both of 
which industries were formerly 
Germany’s pre-eminently. e 

The range of the researches is 
from how to make chickens grow 
to unusual size to methods of blow- 
ing down mountains with high ex- 
plosives. = 

The New Gasoline. 


“The new gasoline has been so 
perfected that there are now com- 
panies in Pittsburg and Oil City, 
Pa., making it,” said Director J. W. 
Harrington, a director of the so- 
ciety. “Natural gas comes from 
the wells and it is distilled to 

soline 
Re Then there is the new liquid 
coal. t is made from coal dust, 
suspended in light oil. It gives out 


a terrific heat and it is cheap. Now 
it is aimed at industrial needs, but 
the time will come when it will be 


used for householy purposes. 

“The government gases, particu- 
larly phosogene, are being trans- 
formed:in dyes of blue and green 
of beautiful shades, and you may 
see these dyes in dresses on the 
streets now, made from gas intena- 
ed for the Germans. The govern- 
ment experts found in making this 
gas that it bleached the brickwork 
in the plants. So it is being used 
to bleach sand for fine optical 
glass, another blow at Germany. 

The de-inking process, for renew- 
ing paper for use again as print 
paper, is an _ invention of Dr. 
Charles Baskerville, of New York. 
It will be explained to the chemists 
for the first time this week. 

The new substitute for morphine 
and other narcotics is called benzyl- 
benzoate. It is the product of the 
Johns-Hopkins laboratories and 
said to be in use in limited quanti- 
ties, although improvements are 
still being made.

Of the decreases in imports, one 
to be expected was in raw cotton 
(6.172,000 pounds), there being a 
seasonable variation of movement 
in July. There were increases in 
the imports of food, drink and to- 
bacco, \the tobacco imports increas- 
ing in the one month by 1,428,000 
pounds. 
" Exports of coal in July amount- 
ed to 2,097,000 tons valued at §8,- 
928,000 pounds, ah average of 84 
shillings 2 pence per ton, which 
shows an increase of 2 shillings per 
ton in the price of export coal since 
June. While the quantity of coal 
exported during the first seven 
months of 1920 was 5,462,000 tons 
less than in the first seven months 
of 1919, the value has increased 
20,381,000 pounds sterling. Coal 
during 1919 was of the average ex- 
port value of 38 shillings 6 pence 
per ton; the average of 1920 is 77 
shillings 3 pence per ton. 

It is noticeable that the imports 
continue to be very much more than 
the exports. This is not a result 
of the war. but a condition that 
always exists in Great Britain. 
However, the difference has always 
been much more than balanced by 
the so-called “invisible exports,” and 
these “invisible exports” are pick- 
ing up in a healthy way again. 

The excess of imports of merchan- 
dise for the first quarter of 1920 
was 100,000,000 pounds, for the sec- 
ond quarter 160,000,000 pounds, for 
the half year 260,000,000. Against 
this is checked -the excess exports 
of gold and silver coin and bullion, 
which amounted to 10,000,000 in the 
first quarter, 10,600,000 in the second 
quarter, 20,600,000 in the half year,

Amports to about 240,000,000 for the 
half year. Because of an expected 
slump in imports, government ex- 
persS believe that the net excess 
of imports for the whole year, pro- 
vided no further great inflation of 
prices occurs, will be between 350 
million and 450 million pounds.

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FOOD SPECULATORS

Washington, September 10.—Cap- 
ital punishment has been evoked 
in soviet Russia to deal with food 
speculators ag well as with spies 
ahd counter-revolutionaries, 80 
acute has the féod situation become, 
according to advices which the state 
department has just received from 
Baltic sources. Peasants who seek 


to recover grain which has been re- 
quisitioned from them by the soviet 
are punishable by execution, the de- 


partment is informed. 

Smuggling of food supplies, how- 
ever, goes on unabated, but not to 
an extent. sufficient to ameliorate 
the conditions in Petrograd, which 
are described as growing steadily 
worse, The Petrograd soviet, it is 


reported, has issued a decree for- 
bidding private individuals from 
transporting food and serving no- 
tice that sententes of three “years 
at hard labor will be imposed on 
all persons found carrying as much 
as a pound of potatoes. 

The bolshevik authorities, accord- 
ing to the same reports, consider 
civilians who seek food for them- 
selves ang@ their families as “food 
speculators,” and the extraordinary 
commission at. Petrograd, which is 
vested with practically absolute 
powers, is pursuing 4 merciless pol- 
icy in handling such’ cases. And in 
the meantime the markets and food 
shops of the. Russian ietropglis 
continue cloSed by order of the so- 
viet commissars. 

+ Prices on Bacon. 

One report is to the effect that a 
S!mall amount of bacon, smuggled 
into Petrograd, was put on saAale 
at the price of 8,000 roubles a pound. 
There are many Complaints on the 
part of the population against the 
drastic policy. in’ force, but to date 
they have proved unavailing. 

The state department is also in 
receipt of a warning to labor not 
to enter soviet Russia under pres- 
ent conditions, issued by a commit- 
tee of Swedish metal .workers who 
recently visited Russia and- pub- 
lished on Thursday in a socialist 
newspaper of Stockholm. Foremost 
among reasons assigned for the 
warning was the scarcity of food. 
Unsanijary conditions were also al- 
leged. 

The Swedish committee, it ap- 
pears, entered the domain of the so- 
viets last May to inquire into the 
conditions of labor with a view to 
sending a delegation of 6,000 skilled 
Swedish workmen into Russia to 
live if conditions were found sat- 
isfactory. The committee ‘und 
that the Briansk_ district, which 
was the particular scene of its in- 
vestigations, was unsSuitable for 
colonization. Of the industries in 
the Urals, it reported that they were 
“deplormbly mismanaged.” 

Efforts to reach some agreement 
with the soviet authorities at Mos- 
cow in regard to carrying out the 
coJonization scheme proposed led to 
unsatisfactory conclusions. accord- 
ing to the committee, whose fina] 
warning read in part: 

“If any -should want to defy the 
difficulties and go to Russia, we 
deem it proper to warn them. 
{ “In Moscow we had great difficul- 
les in seeking to repatriate work- 
ers who had emigrated sinelv or 
in groups to Russia, manv of them 
having been animated with enthu- 
siasm for the struggle of the Rus- 
Sian people.”

COMMODITY PRICES 


BROKE IN AUGUST 


/ 


Bradstreet’s, September 11, will 


say: 
August saw another very heavy 
decline in prices of commodities, 
a falling off heavier in percentage 
than was witnessed even in May, 
following the ending of the “out- 
law” railway strike of April, which 
latter disturbance unquestionably 
checked what would have been a 
steady month by month decline in 
prices from-the high peak of Feb- 
ruary 1, 1920. ) 

Bradstreet’s index number as of 
September 1+-$17.9746—shows a de- 
cline of 4.5 per cent from that of 
August 1; the decline from the 
peak point of February 1, 1920, was 
13.9 per cent, and the September 
1 number was, in fact, the low- 
est recorded on the first of any 
month since May, 1919. It is still, 
however, 106 per cent above the 
level of the price index number 
of August 1, 1914. The decline 
shown in May was 4.1 per cent, 
though the quantitative decline in 
actual value was almost identical 
with that shown in August, the 
difference in percentage of decline 
being due to the higher base upon 
which the May decrease was cal- 
culated. \ 

The directions in which heavy de- 
clines occurred in August may be 
seen by consulting the detailed ta- 
bles, but it may be said at once 
that weakness in the textiles, espe- 
cially in cotton and cotton goods,

Sentiment continued to be sus- 
tained by the guccéss of the French 
loan and related investment condi- 
tions, but this was balgnced, if not 
largely offset by“the lack of specu 
lative interest,4save among profes- 
sional traders. 

The money market imposed no 
restrains, demand loans opening 
and renewing into the coming at- 
tack of 7 per cent and declinig 
to 6 per cent in the final deal- 
ings. Little time money was of- 
fered, but freer buying of bank- 
ers’ acceptances was reported. 

Foreign exchange followed its 
recent trend, remittances on Lon- 
don making a further decline. Sym-,. 
pathetic heaviness was manifested 
by French, Belgian, Spanish and 
German bills. Cables from London 
and Paris confirmed advices of an 
extensive gold’ movement to this 
market, but the source of the 
French supply was not disclosed.-* 

Trading in stocks was a profes- 
sional affair throughout, with the 
usual settlement of week-end con- 
tracts. United Fruit canceled a con- 
siderable part of yestérday’s gain 
on unofficial denial of larger divi- 
dend rumors and American interna- 
tional reacted moderately for sim- 
ilar reasons. 


Pools were most active in oils 
on the long side of the market, with 
Mexican Petroleum as the leader. 
Coppers developed sudden strength 
on declaration of regular dividends 
by the Porphyry companies,. bat 
steels, equipments, motors and rails 
showed no definite trend.

No return on capitalization is 
guaranteed to the railways, and no 
return at all is guaranteed to any 
individual railway, un@er the trans- 1 
portation act of 1920, and what any 
railway may make from now on 
will depend entirely on the busi- 
ness it secures and the efficiency 
with which that business is han- 
dled, Vice President R. B. Pegram, 
of the Southern railway system, 
stated yesterday.

It is true that’ against men of 
his own size Levinsky has not done 
anything remarkable. His lack of 
hitting ability prevented him from 
winning decisively, and his speed 
was not such a tremendous advan- 
tage when his opponent also pos- 
sessed ability in that line. But 
whether facing a fast little man or 
a slow moving giant, Levinsky al- 
ways has been a marvel at getting 
away from punishment. 

The only time Levinsky’s defense 
failed him was when he tackled 
Jack Dempsey in Philadelphia. The 
speed and fury of the Dempsey at- 
tack proved too much for the nim- 
ble-footed Battler, who was beaten 
down by a series of terrific body 
blows. 

That victory really is the most 
creditable thing in all of Dempsey’s 
record. It is the only battle in 
which Jack proved conclusively 
that he is Something more than a 
mere slugger, LevVinsky t:.ought he, 
would be able to outgeneral Demp- 
sey, @s he had done with so many 
hard hitters, but he failed to figure 
on Jack’s great speed. 

But although Dempsey was suc- 
cessful in battering Levinsky to the 
floor, it does not follow that Car- 
pentier will be equally successful. 
Dempsey was so rugged that he 
could afford to ignore Levinsky’s 
blows. 
Battler’s fast, light jabs, walking 
right in and letting fly regardless 
of what Levinsky was doing.
